A  series  of  renovation  projects  will 
dominate  the  next  two  years  at  Purdue 
University  Calumet,  the  largest  involving 
an  entire  renovation  of  Porter  Hall. 

PUC  administrators  expect  a  major  reno¬ 
vation  of  Porter  to  begin  within  the  next 
year.  Vice  Chancellor  of  Administrative 
Services  Gary  Newsom,  anticipates  the 
entire  renovation  to  take  anywhere  from 


improvements  in  the  rest  rooms  would 
also  be  part  of  the  renovation. 

Porter  Hall’s  renovation  will  be  funded 
through  residual  operating  state  appro¬ 
priations.  No  funds  were  awarded  by  the 
Indiana  General  Assembly. 

According  to  Newsom,  program  state¬ 
ments  submitted  by  departments  are  cur¬ 
rently  being  evaluated  by  Dr.  James  Yackel,

“When  weboughtPorter,  we  ultimately 
knew  that  we  had  to  do  some  work  on  the 
building  to  get  it  up  to  university  stan¬ 
dards,”  Newsom  said. 

Final  decisions  have  not  been  made, 
but  major  changes  being  discussed  about 
Porter  are  accommodations  to  the  Behav¬ 
ioral  Science  and  the  Communication  and 
Creative  Arts  Departments. 

This  would  include  a  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion  lab,  several  classrooms  and  faculty 
offices.  Air-conditioning,  elevators  and 


Vice-Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs. 
The  statements  will  serve  as  a  basis  for 
final  renovation  plans. 

All  organizations  currently  in  the  Por¬ 
ter  Building  will  have  to  be  relocated.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Newsom,  other  structural  changes 
would  have  to  be  made  around  campus  to 
accommodate  the  moves. 

Bids  will  open  in  May  of  1990  for  re¬ 
modeling  the  Student  Activities  Office  in 
the  library  building.  Space  will  have  to  be 
made  to  accommodate  organizations  such 
as  the  Chronicle.

New  additions  will  be  a  lounge,  a  tiered 
classroom  and  an  office  suite  for  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid.  The  rest  rooms  in  Gyte  will  also 
be  improved.

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Environmental  danger  proposed  in  Lake  County

At  fust  sight  it  seems  like  a  rust  belt 
dream  come  true.  A  company  named  Lake 
County  Carbon  has  decided  to  invest  ap¬ 
proximately  $6.5  million  to  reopen  the  old 
Kaiser  Aluminum  plant  at  5th  and  Cline 
Avenue.  The  company  says  it  plans  to 
produce  calcinated  coke  for  use  in  the 
steel  and  aluminum  industries  and  expects 
to  employ  150  people  within  the  next 
three  years. 

What  has  some  people  worried  is  the 
fact  that  the  fuel  to  run  the  plant  will  come 
from  waste  products  from  the  petro- 
chemical.paint  and  plastics  industries.  In 
other  words,  the  plant  will  be  burning 
large  amounts  of  toxic  chemicals. 

Lake  County  Carbon,  which  is  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  of  American  NuKem  (sic) 
Corp., claims  that  using  Hazardous  waste 
as  fuel  is  a  kind  of  recycling  and  is  envi¬ 
ronmentally  sound.  There  are,  however, 
a  number  of  facts  about  the  incineration  of 
hazardous  waste  which  some  people  find 
disturbing. 

The  combustion  process  in  an  incinera¬ 
tor  does  not  destroy  heavy  metals  such  as 
cadmium,  mercury,  lead,  nickel,  and  chro¬ 
mium.  In  addition,  the  incineration  of 
chemical  waste  produces  new  complex 
chemicals  known  as  “PICs”(Products  of 
Incomplete  Combustion)  which  are  often 
more  toxic  than  the  original  chemicals. 
These  include  Dioxins  and  Furans. 

Furthermore,  what  is  known  about  the 
incineration  of  hazardous  waste  is  only 
the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  It  has  been  estimated 


that  more  than  90 
percent  of  what  goes 
up  the  stack  of  such 
an  incinerator  has 
never  been  studied.. 

Lake  County  Car¬ 
bon  has  received 
permits  from  the 
EPA  and  the  city  of 
Gary  to  bum 63,000 
tons  of  hazardous 
waste  per  year. 

Federal  regulations 
covering  incinera¬ 
tors  allow  0.01  per¬ 
cent  of  the  material 
to  escape  unbumed. 

This  means  that  6.3 
tons  ot  some  ot  me 
most  toxic  chemi¬ 
cals  known  will  be 
scattered  into  the  air 
every  year. 

In  addition  to  that, 
there  will  be  Fugitive  emmisions  which 
are  released  inadvertantly.  In  most  chemi¬ 
cal  plants  these  often  excede  the  planned 
emmissions.  Since  the  EPA  does  virtually 
no  monitoring  we  will  have  to  take  the 
companies  word  for  it  that  they  are  oper¬ 
ating  within  the  guidelines. 

To  make  matters  worse,  as  things  stand 
now,  none  of  the  regulations  for  incinera¬ 
tors  actually  apply  in  this  case.  The  new 
plant  at  5th  and  Cline  is  not  classified 
legally  as  an  incinerator.  It  is  a  production

plant  which  just  happens  to  incinerate 
large  amounts  of  hazardous  waste  as  fuel. 
The  federal  laws  regulating  such  a  plant 
are  not  nearly  as  strict  as  those  for  a 
hazardous  waste  incinertor.  Around  the 
country  there  are  several  well  documented 
cases  where  this  loophole  in  the  law  has 
been  used. 

We  already  have  serious  problems  with 
hazardous  waste  and  pollution  in  the  Calu¬ 
met  Region.  Recently  Inland  Steel  was 
cited  by  the  EPA.  Anyone  driving  on  the 


tollway  can  see  the  red  pall  hanging  over 
Gary  when  USX  is  making  steel,  and  who 
knows  what  Amocco  is  burning  in  those 
flare  stacks  at  the  Whiting  refinery. 

The  problems  are  immense  and  they  will 
not  be  solved  by  lawyers.  There  is  no 
shortcut  What  we  must  have  is  a  popula¬ 
tion  educated  in  these  matters,  capable  of 
carrying  on  an  informed,  reasoned  discus¬ 
sion,  and  prepared  to  act.  The  new  plant  at 
5th  and  Cline  is  as  good  a  place  to  start . 


False  fee  statements,  a  breach  of  contract  ?

I  have  been  married  for  15  years  and 
have  three  children,  a  mortgage,  and  a 
checking  account  that  very  seldom  bal¬ 
ances.  In  every  sense  of  the  word,  I  could 
be  labeled  as  a  classic  conservative,  but 
Purdue  University  Calumet  has  forced  me 
to  become,  Jessica  Metros,  radical  of  the 
suburbs! 

I  registered  for  the  summer  and  winter 
session  in  April.  After  meeting  with  my 
advisor,  I  derided  on  two  classes  for  the 
summer  and  six  for  the  fall.  By  mid  April 
I  had  received  a  statement  of  classes  for 
each  session  from  PUC,  and  began  mak¬ 
ing  plans  for  payment  for  my  selected 
courses.  I  paid  my  summer  fees  by  the 
date  requested  on  the  bottom  of  my  state¬ 
ment  and  happily  attended  summer  school. 

The  Jekyle  and  Hyde  transformation  took 
place  when  I  received  my  invoice  from 
PUC  on  July  29.  It  was  then  that  I  noticed 
that  the  bill  the  bursar  had  sent  me  did  not 
concur  with  my  original  agreement  with 


PUC  at  the  time  I  registered.  I  immedi¬ 
ately  went  to  the  Bursar’s  Office  to  clarify 
the  error.  I  was  informed  that  rates  for 
Purdue  had  increased  from  $158.25  per 
class  to  $167.70  per  class.  I  knew  there 
had  been  a  rate  increase.  What  I  couldn’t 
understand  was  how  that  could  apply  to 
those  who  had  already  pre-registered. 

It  was  futile  to  discuss  this  with  the 
window  personnel,  so  I  asked  to  see  the 
bursar.  She  was  out  to  lunch,  so  I  opted  to 
visit  our  Student  Government  Associa¬ 
tion.  I  was  aware  that  they  provided  free 
legal  advice  to  PUC  students.  After  in¬ 
forming  them  of  my  situation,  I  asked  for 
that  “free  legal  advice”. 

I  just  knew  that  PUC  couldn’t  send  out 
one  notice  stating  classes  and  course  fees, 
and  then  arbitrarily  send  out  another  no¬ 
tice  with  increased  fees.  Someone  was 
breaking  a  contract  I  was  informed  by 
our  SGA  president  that  the  lawyer  the 
Student  Government  Association  retains 
can  not  involve  himself  with  any  situation 
that  would  be  contrary  to  PUC.  In  other 


words,  our  student  service  fees  pay  for  an 
attorney,  who  is  restricted  in  the  rendering 
of  advice. 

I  waited  my  turn  at  the  window  and 
politely  asked  to  speak  to  the  bursar.  We 
went  to  her  office  and  I  expressed  my 
disbelief  that  PUC  could  send  out  such 
conflicting  statements  regarding  course 
fees. 

Karen  Rainford,  the  acting  Bursar,  in¬ 
formed  me  that  my  statement  of  classes 
was  only  a  statement  When  I  asked  her 
why  it  included  detailedinformation  about 
my  course  fees  and  payment  stipulation 
she  stated  that  that  information  was  placed 
there  only  as  a  courtesy.  1  told  her  that  I 
saw  nothing  on  the  official  document 
stating  that  these  fees  were  subject  to 
change  without  further  notice.  I  felt  that 
PUC  should  abide  by  the  original  con¬ 
tract.  She  countered  with  the  PUC  sched¬ 
ule  of  classes  for  summer  and  fall  semes¬ 
ter,  which  includes  a  statement  that  im¬ 
plies  that  fees  are  subject  to  change  with¬ 
out  notice. 


The  bottom  line  of  our  discussion  was 
that  it  wasn’t  the  bursar's  fault,  but  that 
the  Board  of  Directors  voted  to  increase 
our  fees  too  late  to  update  the  bill,  and 
either  I  had  to  pay  the  fees,  or  I  couldn’t 
attend  PUC.  She  was  very  polite,  but  very 
to  the  point.  I  saw  that  she  had  no  author¬ 
ity  to  deal  with  the  obvious  mistake  that 
had  occurred. 

Purdue  obligated  itself  to  me  to  provide 
services  of  learning  for  a  set  fee.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  statement  of  fees  document 
is  the  following:  To  validate  the  above 
registration,  fees  for  the  fall  semester  must 
be  paid  by  8/17/89.  It  does  not  state  that 
only  part  of  the  document  is  official,  and 
other  parts  are  just  courtesy. 

It  isn’t  the  $9.45  difference  per  hour 
that  is  in  question,  it  is  the  idea  that  those 
who  are  in  authority  can  subject  people,  in 
our  instance  students,  to  unfair  practices. 
I  will  wear  my  new  hat  as  Jessica  Metros, 
radical  of  the  suburbs,  proudly,  until  I  see 
truth,  freedom  and  justice  prevail!

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Review 

'Wired* portrays  reality  of  Belushi's  drug  addiction

Die  hard  John  Belushi  fans  beware!  If 
you  liked  John,  you  won’t  like  this. 

The  recently  released  movie,  “Wired”, 
based  on  a  book  of  the  same  name  by  Bob 
Woodward  of  Watergate  fame,  graphi¬ 
cally  portrays  the  chilling  reality  of  Be- 
lushi’s  drug  addiction.  In  its  capacity  as 
an  anti-drug  movie  it  is  heart-stopping, 
but  in  its  capacity  as  a  biography  of  John 
Belushi,  the  film  has  a  case  of  tunnel 
vision  second  only  to  that  of  Nancy  Re¬ 
agan. 

The  film  begins  with  John’s  ghost,  played 
by  Michael  Chiklis,  waking  up  in  the 
morgue,  and  then  doing  his  “Animal 
House”  run,  out  of  the  place.  Wearing 
only  a  sheet,  toga  style,  Belushi’s  ghost 
grabs  a  cab  driven  by  his  guardian  angel 
(Ray  Sharkey),  a  feisty  Puerto  Rican,  who 
had  been  killed  sometime  ago  in  Central 


Park. 

Belushi  and  angel  cruise  through  John  ’  s 
life,  which  is  about  90  percent  John  doing 
drugs  or  wishing  he  was  (if  you  don’t 
already  know  the  step-by-step  method  of 
shooting  up,  you  will  after  this  film),  and 
about  10  percent  embarrassingly  poor  re¬ 
enactments  of  Belushi  and  Aykroyd  doing 
old  “Saturday  Night  Live”  skits.  The 
worst  of  these  skits  was  Chiklis  playing 
the  Samurai  Babe  Ruth;  the  least  worst  - 
Chiklis  doing  Joe  Cocker. 

Chiklis,  whose  facial,  physical,  and  vocal 
appearance  are  very  similar  to  those  of 
Belushi,  lacks  Belushi’s  comic  manner¬ 
isms  and  abilities.  He  makes  up  for  his 
poor  performance  as  “John  the  comic”, 
by  his  excellent  portrayal  of  “John  the 
junkie”. 

Gary  Grooms,  who  plays  the  role  of  Dan 
Aykroyd,  is  one  of  the  films  worst  actors 


and  weakest  characters.  Also  sharing  the 
spotlight  for  this  dubious  honor,  is  J.T. 
Walsh  who  played  Bob  Woodward. 

Most  of  us  remember  Woodward,  played 
by  Dustin  Hoffman  in  “All  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  Men”,  as  an  eager  and  hungry 
reporter.  But  Walsh’s  portrayal  of 
Woodward  allows  you  to  see  what  Jack 
Webb,  "Dragnet",  might  have  been  like 
had  he  taken  valium  on  a  regular  basis. 

Aside  from  the  poor  acting,  the 
Woodward  character  had  a  much  more 
fundamental  flaw  -  unbelievability.  The 
film  spends  so  much  time  building  him  up 
like  a  saint,  he  loses  credibility. 

In  the  end.  Woodward  visits  the  hotel 
room  where  Belushi  had  died.  He  is 
somehow  able  to  go  back  in  time  to  be 
with  John  and  Cathy  Smith  (Patti  D’Ar- 
banville)  on  the  fateful  night,  where  a 
righteous  Woodward  watches  and  preaches 


to  Belushi  as  he  takes  his  lethal  injection 
and  dies. 

The  film  spends  a  considerable  amount 
of  time  showing  the  ghost  of  John  giving 
his  post-life  reactions  to  his  life’s  events. 
This  “Christmas  Carol”  approach  the 
movie  takes  aids  to  the  destruction  of  its 
believability. 

Overall,  “Wired”  was  to  excessively 
preachy  and  anti-drug  oriented  to  be  a 
quality  biography  of  John  Belushi.  Hav¬ 
ing  watched  and  enjoyed  Belushi’s  acting 
through  his  career,  I  expected  and  de¬ 
served  more  out  of  “Wired”  than  an 
updated  version  of  “Refer  Madness”. 

The  accomplishments  and  shortcom¬ 
ings  of  John  Belushi  are  certain  to  outlive 
this  shallow  and  weak  attempt  at  a  biogra¬ 
phy.
